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AppleFax Modem Lab 


Hardware Configuration 


Connect the appropriate cables for the AppleFax Modem to 
operate from your system. Remember to use the Macintosh 
Modem Port, matching icons on the back of the modem for 
correct configuration. 


Software Installation 

Drag the AppleFax Resource into your System Folder. 
Create a folder for the AppleFax Application; put the 
application and the preference file in the folder. 

Creating a Fax File 

Open the Chooser and select the AppleFax resource icon. 
Select Page Setup. 


Select a document to print from desktop. 
Select Print from the File Menu. 


The AppleResource Print Box should be displayed:

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Select Set up if this is the first time you've used the 
AppleFax or if you need to change any of the preference 
information. Set up corresponds to the Preference File; 
This is how you can view or change its contents. This can 
also be done from the File Menu in the Application. Once 
the information in the Set up dialog is complete click OK to 
return to the Print Box. 


Enter the number you want the modem to dial, select auto 
dial. Select Best or Faster for quality of transmission. 


Note: You have not yet created any address books; Open 
will display an empty list. 


First, send the file now. After successful completion of the 
transmission, Save a fax file to disk for later transmission 
with the AppleFax Application. 


Sending a file with the AppleFax Application 


Open the application; a dialog will be displayed requesting which 
address book to open. Since no addresses have been created, 
select New. 


Before sending a file from the application, you must enter address 
information for the receiving stations. 


1) From the Address Book Menu select Add New. 


2) Enter the approriate information for the station you will be 
connecting with (For this part of the lab do not enter In Care 
Of, Password, or Polling information.). 


3) Add additional addresses by selecting the Next Address 
button . 


4) Create an address for Fax only with the phone number, 
973-6726. 


The addresses will appear in the address list of thecurrent 
document window. You can save this list as an address book by 
selecting Save Address Book from the File menu. If you save 
address books, please delete them on completion of the lab. 


Note: When entering Best Times, select times that will occur 
during this lab hour. 


Create distribution lists and display the address book using the 
menu items in the Address Book menu. 


AppleFax Modem 
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Drag the New Envelope Stack into the Envelope view to create an 
empty envelope. Drag an address from the address list over the 
envelope. Double click on the envelope to add files to be sent.

Show Address Info 


For this lab, Copy Files is not necessary since all files will reside 
on your current disk. This option is used when sending files from 
multiple sources. Copies of all files would be stored in the 
AppleFax Application folder. 


Eject Gpen 


lf the address you have selected is for another AppleFax Modem 
you can put any file or document into the envelope. If the 
envelope is a fax envelope only fax files will appear in the list of 
available files. 


At this time, you can either send the envelope now or return to the 
document window and let the application send the envelope at the 
time indicated in the Best Time option for that address. You could 
also modify the Best Time option or other options by selecting 
Show Address Info. Changes to the address options at this time 
will only be relevant to the current envelope. 
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Send Selected Envelopes Now 


This is a menu selection found in the Fax menu. First click on the ( 
envelopes you wish to send. Then, choose Send Selected 
Envelopes Now. 


Review the Activity Report 


Now would be a good time to review the Activity Report. Select 
Activity Report from the Fax menu. You should note that only 
envelopes viewed in the current document window appear in the 
Activity Report. Files sent with the AppleFax Resource will never 
appear in an Activity Report. 


In Care Of and Polling 


You will need to work in teams of three fax modems to use the In 
Care Of and Polling features. One modem should be designated 
as an In Care Of station. This station's password should be given 
to only one of the other two fax stations. 


Each of the three fax stations creates an address book including 

all three addresses. Follow the sample address information below 
for each of the addresses. (The In Care Of station's address must 

be entered into the Address Book. The address option information 
for the stations 1 and 2 must be updated to reflect Polling and In ( 
Care Of information. ) 


The In Care Of station will address two envelopes to each of the 
other stations. Station 1 and 2 will also create two envelopes: 
address one to the In Care Of station and the other to either 1 or 2 
appropriately. 


Have the In Care Of station send one envelope to each of the 
other stations first. Review the Activity Report at each station. 


Now Stations 1 and 2 will send the envelopes addressed to either 


1 or 2. Review the Activity Report for status of the envelopes at all 
three stations.
